Annesley, was married in 16K9 
to the Reverend Samuel Wesley, 
eiergyman of the Church of England. 
She became tin* mother of his nine- 
ten children. Six of them died in 
babyhood. Of the thirteen who *ur 
^lved, 
four became distinguished 
-cholsrs. Two .»f ¡he fmif attained 
world recognition. They were John 
Wesley, founder of the Methodist 
movement, anil his almost equally 
well-known brother, Charles, writer 
of some of the most widely-aung 
h> mns. 
Susannah W esley had an education 
far above the average. Though the 
family was exceedingly poor, sue df 
termined that none of her children 
should lack learning. \V h«<n her hue 
band w as t hrow n int o prison for debt, 
he managed the household and, b 
-lablishing a strict rmitme. wa* abl< 
both to care for her children’s physi­ 
cal w ant s and to train t hem mentally 
She allowed no eating or drinking 
between meals. \t seven the children 
were put to bed. The younger children 
had their nw n table and were riot 
allowed to eat with the others until 
they had learned to handle a knife 
and fork. No child was ever given a 
thing because i»e cried for it. They 
were also taught, when speaking to 
each other, always to preface tlieir 
remarks with "Brother’ or “ Sister,’ 
a custom w hirh John NX ealev liked ho 
well that he incorporated it into 
church practice. 
Mrs. XX esley astounded her hue 
band with her inexhaustible patienn 
" \ mi have told t hat child the same 
thing twenty times!" he once shki 
to her. 
“ If 1 had satisfied myself by saying 
it only nineteen times,’’ was her an 
swn , “ 1 should have lost all my labor.” 
She never scolded her children, 
though she disciplined them firmly.

OUR MILITARY LEADERS SEE THEIR SHADOWS 
President Roosevelt did the right thin? in nquH ching 
those overambit ions arm y officers who had so m uch to 
sav about American " w a r pan«" in this hemisphere. 
An army strategist i» apt to sa y almost anything, of 
course and it vould be foolish to attach too much Weight 
to the whole affair. 
And yet it is a tim ely w arning of 
something that we usually fail to re aliz e— the fact that 
militarism is a growth not confined to Europe and Asia, 
after all. 
W e have our own share of it, and it’s time we 
llSa&fi it. 
Consider, for instance, the ideas which Brig. (ien. F. 
M. Andrews, chief of the new General Headquarters Air 
Force, spread before a congressional committee recently. 
W e must, said General Andrews, keep our eye* on 
N ewfoundland, the 
French 
islands of St. 
Pierre 
and 
Miquelon, Bermuda, the 
Bahamas, Jamaica, Trinidad, 
British Honduras and the lesser Honduras. 
Any or all 
these places would mak** dangerous enemy air bases in 
the event of war; w e must keep them under surveillance, 
be readv to bomb them if w e find air bases being d ev el­ 
oped on them, and be prepared to seize them by main 
force "if the situation is sufficiently vital to require it.” 
Nor is that all. 
Other army officers urge Congress to 
establish a huge air base in the Great Lakes border. T hey 
admit that Canada probably is not meditating war on the 
United States; 
but they 
point out 
that if any "hostile 
power" lodged itself in Canada, it would be within easy 
raiding distance of our great industrial centers. 
Now’ all this is very little less than vicious. 
It repre­ 
sents militarism in its worst sense 
the attitude of mind 
that sees everything in terms of military equation and ig­ 
nores all the supremely important intangibles of interna­ 
tional relations. 
One of our greatest assets is the fact that we enjoy 
friendly relations with our nighhors. 
The Canadian bor­ 
der has gone unfortified 
for a century. 
The averng« 
American no more expects trouble from Newfoundland or 
Bermuda than he expects Pittsburgh to attack Cincinnati. 
But such facts mean nothing to a militarist. 
There 
is foreign soil at our doorstep ; it must be the soil of an 
enem y; let us spend huge sums and lay eaborate plans to 
repel attack, even if it 
means replacing international 
friendship with suspicion, fear, and dislike! 
President Roosevelt did the right thing in makng it 
clear that the vaporings of these officers in no way rep­ 
resents official American opinion.

of the tobacco* that is

It 
whs observed long 
ago that 
some 
persons 
readily 
acquire 
an 
im munity to tobacco and a p p a re n t­ 
ly suffer no evti effect* from its 
long, sustained u-e 
O thers, on the 
other hand, quite markedly suffer 
when using tobacco 
Some persons 
are 
indeed 
so sensitive 
that 
the 
mere presence ol tobacco smoke in 
the air which they breathe suffices 
to make them uncomfortable. 
Of late, we have acquired some 
essential inform ation on the effect* 
of tobacco. These data have given 
us r more satisfactory pietuie of 
the tobacco problem. To begin with, 
whereas formei ly all the blame was 
cast 
011 nicotine, 
we today know 
that a ' far as smoking tobacco i* 
concerned 
the injurious effect on 
the hum an organism is due more to 
some element other than nicotine, 
th a n to the nicotine itself. 
Experim entally it has been shown 
that

Small am ounts of nico­ 
tine effect this by causing a con­ 
striction or tightening nr narrow ­ 
ing

of persons have what is called an 
allergic
